became as much as 00 per cent 
of the coat of the necessities of 
life. The Spanish people rose in 
anger and destroyed the tea.

however, that Mr. Nixon's 
reversal of stand on the value- 
added tax was because close 
study showed such a tax would 
work against his policy of 
reducing federal expenditures. 


Any sales tax-particularly a 


pyramiding or turnover tax 
such as the value-added 
monstrosity-is 
politically 


painless, at least for a time. 
And, bringing in billions of new 
revenue, it would make Nixon's 
task of curbing federal ex- 
penditures almost impossible, 
his associates reported. 


Arkansas has symptoms of 


corrupting the sales tax into a 
turnover tax, on which there 
will be a reckoning with the 
people sooner or later.

Cuba will

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Three men who hijacked a 
Southern Airways jet to Cubs 
nine days ago will be tried in 
Havana on various charges, in- 
cluding extortion, according to 
word reaching the State De- 
partment. 


U.S. officials said the hijack- 


ers violated Cuban law when 
they threatened to blow up the 
plane if authorities at Jose 
Marti airport refused a demand 
to refuel the craft. 


The incident occurred during 


the first of two visits to Havana 
by the hijacked plane in the 29- 
hour odyssey involving 30 pas- 
sengers 
and 
four 
crew 


members. It was after the re- 
turn trip to Havana that the 
three hijackers—identified as 
Henry Jackson, 25, Lewis 
Moore, 27, and Melvin Cak, 
21-were taken into custody by 
Cuban authorities.

State Department spokesman 
Charles W. Bray said the Cu- 
ban decision to try the men 
(k>«s not necessarily mean re- 
jection of a U.S. request for 
their extradition. He said it is 
wot unprecedented for a coun- 
try to try accused persons ««* 
then extradite them.

cost of living, nudged by higher 
prices for clothing, rose by 
three-tenths of one per cent in 
October, giving the nation a 3.7 
per cent inflation rate in the 
last six months, the govern- 
ment said today. 


The Labor Department said 


the rise in consumer prices was 
three-tenths of one per ct«t 
both on an unadjusted and sea- 


sonally adjusted basis last 
month, smaller than the Sep- 
tember rise but still over the 
Nixon administration's target 
of reducing the inflation rate to 
at least 3 per cent by the end of 
the year. 


Consumer prices in Septem- 


ber increased by four tenths of 
una per cent on an unadjusted 
basi* and five-tenths on • 
sonaiiy adjusted basis. 


More than a third of the in- 


crease in the October index 
was blamed on higher clothing 
prices. The department's Bu- 
reau of labor Statistics aetd 
price increases for used cars, 
health insurance and property 
taxes also were contributing 
factors.

Nixon pondering new assignments 


THURMONT, Md. (AP) - As 


he receives long-distance re- 
ports on crucial Vietnam nego- 
tiations, President Nixon is 
pondering new assignments for 
several Cabinet-level officials 
who want to stay on during his 
second term. 


The chief executive began the 


second week of an extended 
stay at his mountaintop Camp 
David retreat Monday by hold- 
ing a series of six meetings, 
then a working dinner, with 
aides and key appointees to dis- 
cuss his government-shakeup 


plan. 


Today it is more of the 


same—with one intriguing addi- 
tion. That is a scheduled ap- 
pointment with New York Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller. 


Rockefeller has been ru- 


mored to be in the running for 
such a major Cabinet post as 
secretary of State. But in ad- 
vance of today's meeting, Press 
Secretary Ronald L. Ztegbr 
said Rockefeller was "coming 
up to discuss reorganisation 
matters, particularly domestic. 
He is not coming up to talk 


about a Cabinet position." 


One appointee reportedly un- 


der consideration for the post 
of Defense Secretary, Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Kenneth 
Rush, was to see the President 
today. 


During Monday's aeries of 


mountaintop meetings, Nixon 
put aside his reorganisation 
plans to receive reports from 
Henry Kissinger on hit round of 
negotiations with the North 
Vietnamese in Paris. The White 
House said Kissinger tele- 
phoned and cabled his reports.

PARIS (AP) - Henry A. Kis- 


singer and Le Due Tho sched- 
uled another meeting this after- 
noon after talking for more 
than five hours Monday about 
the Vietnam cease-fire agree- 
ment they are still trying to 
nail down. 


Both men emerged smiling 


from their first meeting, waved 
to newsmen, but refused to 
comment. They met in a subur- 
ban villa 15 mites southwest of 
Paris.

night. A spokesman for Hanoi 
said similar close contact was 
being maintained between Too 
and the Viet Cong's representa- 
tives in Paris. 


Kissinger, President Nixon's 


chief foreign policy adviser, 
and Tho, a member of the 
North Vietnamese Politburo, 
reached general agreement in 
secret negotiations last month 
on the draft of a cease-fire 
agreement, but President Ngu- 
yen Van Thieu of South Viet- 
nam has refused so far to go 
along. 


Thieu's chief objection is that 


the draft does not require with- 
drawal of all North Vietnamese 
troopa from South Vietnam. He 


also contends that the council 
of Communist, Thieu and neu- 
tralist 
representatives 
that 


would be set up to supervise 
national elections in South Viet- 
nam would in fact be the coali- 
tion regime which Thieu has 
said repeatedly he would not 
agree to. 


Presumably these and other 


demands by Thieu are what 
Kissinger and Tho are argues 
about. 


Although Kissinger met for 


five days with Thieu after his 
negotiations in October with 
Tho, and Kissinger's deputy, 
Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr., 
spent two more days in Saigon

The copilot of a Southern Air- 
ways jetliner hijacked to Cuba 
Nov. 10 says he believes the 
FBI erred in shooting out the 
plane's tires as it took off from 
Orlando, Fla. 


Harold Johnson, wounded by 


the three air pirates who com- 
mandeered the plane, made the 
remark Monday after his re- 
lease from a Memphis hospital 
to return home to College City, 
Ark., which is near Walnut 
Ridge. 


"I don't think they should 


shoot the tires out unless the 
captain asks them to," Johnson 
said. He said there was no such 
request from pilot William R. 
Haas of LaGrange, Tenn. 


"When the FBI shot out the 


tires, the hijackers sent me 
back to the cabin so they could 
get shots at the FBI or the fuel 
truck," Johnson said. "They 
had planned to shoot into the 
fuel truck and blow it up." 


Johnson said he was shot in 


the arm as the DC9 took off 
from Orlando for Cuba after 
the hijackers accused him of 
giving the FBI a signal to start 
shooting out the tires of the 
plane.

BUENOS AIRES (AP) — 


Juan Peron told a cheering 
crowd early today he had 
reached a "historic" accord 
with other Argentine political 
leaders for a united approach 
"in defense of the deserving 
Argentine people." 


The 77-year-old ex-dictator, 


who returned Friday from 17 
years in exile, spoke from the 
balcony of a suburban restau- 
rant where he had met for 
nearly six hours with 50 politi- 
cal, union and business leaders. 


Fifteen of the country's par- 


ties were represented, including 
the Radicals, the second largest 
party. The Peronists are No. 1. 


Peron gave no details of the 


agreement he said had been 
reached, but other political 
leaders who met with him said 
the conference was "very posi- 
tive." 


It was Peron's second major 


political conference within 24 
hours. Both were designed to 
arrange a common front with 
other parties to balance the 
power of the armed forces, who 
have ruled except for two brief 
interludes since Peron was 
ousted in 1955. 


The junta headed by Presi- 


dent Alejandro Lanusse has 
called elections March 11. It 
also legalized the Peronist par- 
ty and removed old criminal 
charges against Peron, making 
it possible for him to return 
home. 


The office said letters asking

A federal judge had earlier 


enjoined the NHL from in- 
itiating any litigation designed 
to enforce the reserve clause in 
the contracts of NHL players, 
including Hull's contract with 
the Hawks. 


But Judge A. Leon Higginbo- 


tham in Philadelphia set Mon- 
day as the deadline for the 
WHA to post the bond to insure 
against damage to the NHL if 
his ruling was reversed. 


Hull's attorney, Lawrence Ei- 


ger, said that 10 WHA teams 
had promised to post 8250,000 
each for the bond but that so 
far only two teams had com- 
plied. 


Eiger told Judge Delaney 


that all the money probably 
would not be posted until Dec. 
4. He said that some of the 
bond documents were being 
held up by a mail strike in Al- 
berta.

Southern Cal maintains runaway lead

Southern California's unbeat- 


en Trojans maintained their 
runaway lead over Alabama in 
The Associated Press college 
football ratings today while Au- 
burn replaced Notre Dame for 
the only change in the Top Ten. 


Following Saturday's impres- 


sive 24-7 drubbing of 14th-rank- 
ed UCLA that gave them the 
Pacific-* championship and a 
berth in the Rose Bowl, the 
Trujans pulled down 44 first- 
place votes and 918 of a pos- 
sible 1,000 points from a nation- 
wide panel of sports writers 
and broadcasters. 


Alabama and Michigan, the 


only other unbeaten teams in 
the country, continued to run 2- 
3. The second-lacked Crimson 
Tide blasted Virginia Tech 52-13 
to nail down a Cotton Bowl in- 
vitation and received five first- 
place ballots and 874 points. 


Michigan used a field goal 


with 64 seconds left to turn 
back Purdue 9-6. The Wolve- 
rines, who need only a win or 
tie against ninth-ranked Ohio 
State this weekend to capture 
the Big Ten crown and the oth- 
er Rose Bowl berth, received 
the remaining first-place vote 
and 744 points. 


The 4-5-6-74-9 positions were 


retained by Oklahoma, Nebras- 
ka, Penn State, Texas, Loui- 


siana State and Ohio State but 
Auburn inched up from llth to 
10th by trouncing Georgia 27-10 
while Notre Dame slid from 
10th to llth after barely holding 
off Miami, Fla., 20-17. 


Oklahoma whipped Kansas 


31-7, Nebraska buried Kansas 
State 50-7, Penn State out- 
slugged Boston College 45-28, 
Texas blanked Texai Christian 
27-0, LSU downed Mississippi 
State 28-14 and Ohio State beat 
Northwestern 27-14.

Second Ten came Tennessee, 
Colorado, UCLA, North Caro- 
lina, Missouri, Iowa State, Ari- 
zona State, Washington State 
and Texas Tech.

NEW ORIEANS (AP) - 


Gov. Edwin Edwards was de- 
nounced Monday as a "murder- 
er" and a "racist" at a me- 
morial service held for two stu- 
dents slain on the campus of 
Southern University in Baton 
Rouge. 


Barbara Allen, a black com- 


munity organiser and one of 
the speakers, drew her loudest 
response from the crowd of 
several hundred when she de- 
clared, "Edwards is a Murder- 
er!" 


Earl Picard, president of the 


Student Government Associ- 
ation at Southern's New Or- 
leans branch (SUNO), said the 
deaths were not accidental, 
adding, "Everything that hap- 
paned was caused." 


Picard attacked the Southern 


University system as "a racist 
approach to education for 
blacks, controlled by a lily- 
white state Board of Education 
that appoints Uncle Tom ad- 
ministrator*." '•"•!'•>' 
' 
; '••••:"•• 


Irvin Heard, a SUNO student, 


said, "It should be made clear 
that ine time has coma for 
black people to take a definite 
stand against their oppres- 
sors." 


Referring to the student pro- 


tests on both campuses, Heard 


said, "We must build a rele- 
vant black institution, one that 
will speak to the needs of black 
people. We are committed and 
we will fight this one down to 
the wire. We will not com- 
promise." 


As the audience cheered, 


Heard added, "We know the 
threat of death is everpresent." 


Before the program began, a 


student who identified herself 
only as a member of the SUNO 
Propaganda Committee, said a 
student boycott would be re- 
sumed at SUNO after the 
Thanksgiving recess. 


A boycott was called Oct. 27 


and classes were suspended 
Nov. 1 when a group of mili- 
tants seised the SUNO adminis- 


tration bulldini to support their 
demands. The takeover ended 
nine days later. 


Dr. Asa Sims, dean of aca- 


demic affairs at SUNO, said 
last week that committees of 
faculty members and students 
had reached accord on the 
grievances and that classes 
would reopen on Nov. 27. 


The Propaganda Committee 


member said progress with the 
grievances was atifled and "set 
back to Oct 27 by racist Gov. 
Edwin Edwards when he or- 
dered the murder of two black 
students in Baton Rouge." 


She said the class boycott 


would continue because of thai 
and other factors.

South wc.ild have a most 


difficult rebiMint problem 
after North's one-heart re- 
sponse if he did not have a 
forcing reverse bid at his 
disposal. He wouldn't want 
to try raising hearts to 
three; a two-heart bid would 
be inadequate: a two no- 
trump call unsound with the 
glaring weakness in spades 
and a juiup rebid in clubs 
would indicate a six-card 
suit or longer. 


After the reverse bid the 


six-club c o n t r a c t 
was 
reached because North de- 
cided to trap his partner. 


At first glance it would 
appear that the slam de- 
pends on a 3-3 diamond 
break, but it uid make be- 


cause one opponent held four 
cards in each red suit and 
wound up being hopelessly 
squeeced. 


East won the spade lead 


aad led hack a trump. South 
won in his hand; ruffed his 
last spade and ran off the 
rest of the trumps while dis- 
carding two hearts from 
dummy. 


He didn't know if dia- 


monds would break or if a 
squeeze would develop. All 
he knew was that in either 
eventuality he would make 
his slam and there was no 
other line of play. 


East had to make a total 


of four discards. The first 
two were spades. That was 
easy. The next was a trifle 
tougher, but he did let a 
heart go. When it came to 
the fourth and last one he 
was a gone gosling. Me had 
to unguard one of the red 
suits and the slam came 
home.

Dear Reader-Pregnancies 


really aren't such simple 
matters and there are a 
number of things that can go 
wrong. The most likely cause 
of the type of problem you 
describe is "toxemia of preg- 
nancy." For some reason the 
mother develops a toxic re- 
action to the changes of 
pregnancy and all of 
the complicated mechanisms 
that are involved in this are 
not understood. 


Typically the blood pres-

The possibility of tox- 
emia of pregnancy is why ob- 
stetricians m a k e such a 
great effort to have their ex- 
pectant mothers keep their 
weight down and restrict 
their salt intake. The gener- 
al belief is that if a woman 
starts gaining weight rap d- 
ly in pregnancy and retain- 
ing fluid she is much more 
likely to develop this type of 
response. 


Toxemia of pregnancy can 
also be responsible for the 
death of the baby. It seems 
to be a metabolic response 
of some type. It is not a con- 
tagious or Infectious disease.

Dear Reader-No, it is not 


necessary to have a five to 
six hour interval between 
meals. In fact, in certain 
medical conditions w h e r e 
small meals are recommend- 
ed patients are often ad- 
vised to have five or six 
small meals a day. Eating 
between m e a l s isn't any 
problem unless one wants to 
control his calorie intake. 
Then the additional calories 
associated with snacking can 
become important. 


What one eats has a great 
deal to do with how fast the 
stomach empties. Liquids go 
straight through the stomach 
usually, particularly if they 
are at room temperature or 
warm. Foods that are prin- 
cipally carbohydrates or 
sugar will be processed more 
rapidly and eliminated from 
the stomach. Protein foods 
are eliminated less rapidly 
and fat foods may stav in the 
stomach l o n g e r than six 
hours undergoing their initial 
digestion process. 


Cold foods slow down the 
movement of the stomach 
and may cause food to stay 
in the stomach longer. It 
follows that cold, fat foods 
are likely to stay there the 
longest. 


For ordinary medical diag- 
nostic studies when a person 
takes a special test mixture 
for X ray s t u d i e s on an 
empty stomach, it is expect- 
ed t h a t the stomach will 
empty out the test meal well 
before six hours.
